Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the courtesy extended toward their 
representative during the telephone conversation of October 10, 2007. 

During the telephone conversation, Applicants' representative explained how the 
claimed invention differed from Livingston and Fischer et al. , and further emphasized that 
in Livingston less than all of the same print data can be considered to be output in different 
formats. The Examiner indicated that he would have to further review the prior art in view 
of the latest changes to the claims.
